CAIRO, Egypt, Oct. 6.—Five 
days in the desert without water 
reduced four hunters to such mad- 
ness that two of them attempted 
to kill each other. One man was 
found Thursday and yesterday an 
airplane searching party brought 
back the others. None had recov- 
ered sufficiently tonight to give a 
coherent story of their misadven- 
tures,

200-Car Garage Planned. 

The Gatesworth, where Judge 
Mix ®as lived since it opened six 
years ago, is at 245 Union boule- 
vard immediately south of the 
Koplars’ Congress and Senate. The 
Branscombe is 450 feet around the 
corner at 5370 Pershing avenue. 
The Portland Garage, where Mix 
and other tenants of the Gates- 
worth and Branscome keep cheir 
ears, is On an alley directly be- 
tween the two buildings. The Kop- 
lars plan a garage for the Brans- 
come tenants, directly behind the 
pbuilding, similar to one maintained 
Yfor the Congress and Senate ten- 
ants. 

The Koplars, after considerable 
cditficulty, obtained a permit for a 
$50,000 garage for 200 cars behind 
the Branscome. The application 
was opposed vigorously before the 
Uoard of Public Service by lawyers 
but the beard finally granted the 
permit last March 14, on the Kop- 
lars’ contention that they did not 
plan a public commercial garage, 
which ts forbidden by the zoning 
ordinance, but a garage for the 
convenience of the Branscome 
tenants, 

Their plans called for a two- 
story structure of terra cotta brick, 
with one story under ground and 
the other rising 10 feet above th» 
surface to be topped with a sodded 
Venetian garden. A steam shovel 
and workmen appeared at the site 
Thursday morning, but little earth 
had been turned when Edward F. 
Foristel, Republican politician, as 
attorney for A. D. Gates, president 
of the Portland Garage, filed the 
injunction suit. 

Basis of Suit. 

The suit charged that the struct- 
ure would be a public garage, in 
violation of the zoning ordinance, 
and a nuisance to the patrons of 
the Gatesworth and Portland Ga- 
rage, “depriving the patrons of the 
hotel] of the comfortable enjoyment 
of the hotel property.”

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HOLMES’ AGE RECORD 
FOR SUPREME JUDGES 


U. S. Justice Yesterday Passed 
Mark Set by Roger B. 
Taney in 1864. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Justice 
Holmes has established a record n 
th. annals of the United States Su- 
preme Court. Yesterday he be- 
came the oldest man to sit on that 
exalted bench, breaking the record 
previously held by Chief Justice 
Taney, who died Oct. 10, 1864, at 
the age of 87 years 6 months and 
2» days. 

Justice Holmes was born March 
3%, 1841, and yesterday reachel th: 
age of 87 months and 26 
days. Ile is actively engaged in 
the discharge of his judicial duties, 
enjoying better health than in re- 
cent years and able to attend not 
only every session of the court, but 
also its frequent conferences. 

Holmes, despite his age, is one 
of the most active members of the 
Supreme Court, Nothing in its 
proceedings escapes his attention, 
lor years he has made it a prac- 
tice to keep notés of all motions 
und other details, with extensive 
memoranda covering points made 
in arguments, never failing td rec- 
ord decisions cited in support of 
arguments. These notes are put 
under lock for his sole use, 

Holmes is noted for his inde- 
pendence of thought and has made 
a record by his large number of 
dissenting opinions. He also is re- 
garded as an outstanding expon- 
ent of the constitutional guaran- 
tees relating to freedom of speech 
and assembly, and the protection 
of the hcne against unlawful 
search and seizure. His court pua- 
pers are terse and the shortest of 
any handed down by members of 
the Supreme Court. 

While Holmes is the oldest Jus- 
tice who ever sat on the Supreme 
bench, his services there have not 
been as long as some of his prede- 
cessors, He is now in his twenty- 
sixth year on the bench while four

The tariff —- He advocated 
“strengthening of the_ protective 
tariff as Henry Clay of Kentucky 
advocated it.” He said the tariff 
was as vital to the South as to the 
other parts of the country, and 
that a return to the Underwood 
schedules on farm produce “would 
ruin millions of our farmers.” 

Immigration—He declared again 
for humanization of the laws, but 
“only within the present quotas.” 

Improvement projects—He spoke 
for continued development of good 
roads, for “the enlarged and vigor- 
ous development of our inland wa- 
terways” and for the energetic 
prosecution of flood control works 
on the Mississippi and other rivers.

And he collected 1 
traveling case at the game's end 
when the Negro Boosters’ Club ac- 
claimed him. the most popular 
player among the champions, and 
distributed other gifts to the re- 
maining members of the _ team.

ment in the intensity of the bitter 
opposition to Gov. Smith’s candi- 
dacy, which has’ existed among 
Democrats of Randolph County. 
One of the strongest Democratic 
counties in the State, has been no- 
ticeable within the past week, 

The situation from the Demo- 
cratic standpoint, while far from 
satisfactory to the party organiza- 
tion even now, has bégun to offer 
some hope that losses will be con- 
siderably less than party leaders 
anticipated. Two weeks ago it ap- 
peared probable that no fewer than 


2000 Democrats in this county 
would refused to vote for Smith. 


Now it appears the number may 
not exceed 1000. 

Randolph’s total normal vote in 
presidential elections is between 
11,000 and-12,000, and the normal 
Democratic majority is between 
4000 and 4500. The population 
largely is Protestant and is said to 
be fairly evenly divided on the 
liquor question. In the old prohi- 
bition elections it returned small 
dry majorities. The anti-Reed sen- 
timent was strong in the county in 
the 1922 campaign, and yet Reed 
had a goodly force of fighting 
friends. 

Hay's Speech Swings Voters. 

Four years ago Davis carried tre 
/county over Coolidge by 4351, ana 
| eight years ago Cox carried it ove- 
| Harding by 4347. Reed's majority 
in 1922 was only 2968, and Hawes 
carried the county two years ago 
hy 3667. 

The reported softening in the 
anti-Smith sentiment is attribute4 
by Democrats here somewhat to 
the speech of Senator Robinson, 
vice presidential nominee, in Co- 
lumbia a Aveek ago, and more to i. 
speech by Charlies M. Hay. sena- 
torial nominee, in Moberly Wednes- 
day night. Hay. who is popular 
with the dry element. where thé 
Smith trouble lies... pleaded = with 
Democrats to support Smith and 
the entire ticket. : 

The reaction from this speech 
was noticeable immediately. There 
were reports today that several in 
fluential dry Democrats, who ha 
declared before the speech they 
would not support Smith, had said 
afterward that “if a dry like Hay 
can swallow Smith.’so can I.” 

In 1924 La Follette polled 1186 
votes in Randolph County, most of 
them being those of employes of 
the Wabash Railroad which has a 
division point here and operates 
railroad shops. Nearly all this 
vote is said to be Democratic usual- 
| ly, and for Smith this year. if 


Smith loses 1000 Democratic votes 
and they go to Hoover. as most of 
them undoubtedly will, and gains 
1000 of the votes which went to 
La Follette four yeasr ago, his net 
loss in the county will be approxi- 
mately 1000. 
Complicating Factors. 

The size of the primary vote was 
a slight indication of the Demo- 
cratic disaffection, being 800 less 
than the.primary vote of four years 
ago. This 809 loss does not rep- 
resent the extent of the  sulking 
Democrats, because, apparently, a 
larger number of Republicans than 
usual voted in the Democratic pri- 
mary.

ELIZABET 'TON, Tenn., 
6.—Following is the text of Her- 
bert Hoover's address here toda) 

I am proud to have been in- 
vited as your guest in this cele- 
bration of your progress and 
this review of your part in na- 
tional history. 

When Southerners North 
or Northerners go South to de- 
liver publit addresges they seem 
to feel it necessary to first 
launch an explanation that. all 
Jines of sectionalism have dis- 
appeared in the United States. 
I am from the West where our 
people are proud to be the melt- 
ed product of both the North 
and the South. Our accent dif- 
fers from that of the people of 
Alabama and Vermont but we 
have the same hearts, the same 
kind of homes, the same ideals 
Every morn- 
ing and evening we read the 
‘same news: every night we lis- 
ten by radio to the same voices. 
Our mental and physical fron- 
tiers are gone. It happens that 
we need geographical divisions 
for statistical and descriptive use 
but otherwise we could leave 
this qnestion to orators and 
huniorists. 

Renewing National Ideals. 

Your celebration today raises 
many memories of our national 
becinninegs. Patriotism is of 
many inspirations. It receives 
refrefhiment from many springs. 
None are more powerful than 
our traditions of service, of suf- 
fering. of accomplishment and 
of heroism. The rivulets of 
‘these traditions from every part 
of our country in the course of 
histoty merge into that great 
stream of national memories 
which is the constant refresh- 
ment of national ideals. These“ 
memories are inded the impon- 
dérable force which builds and 
cements our national! life. 

To the Westerners. apprecia- 
tive of history and tradition, his 
Occasion presents a double signifi- 
cance. As you have shown today. 
this locality was once the na- 
tion's frontier. Here were enact- 
ed some of the most _ stirring 
Scenes in the brilliant drama of 
our pioneer era. Seven 
before the declaration of inde- 
pendence there came tothe hanks 
of.the Wataugca—which was 
then the Far West—the first 
permanent settlers. They were 
soon followed by others from the 
back country of North Carolina. 

In these settlements, fron- 
itersmen remote from the cen- 
ters of civilization, freed by dif- 
ficult distance from the sway of 
all covernmental authority, vol- 
untafily created their own form 
of popular government. They 
erected what was to all practi- 
cal purposes a free and inde- 
pendent state, under their own 
Constitution. In the articles of 
the Watauga <Association were 
implanted some of the great 
principles which later found per- 
Manent lodgment in our funda- 
mental law. Similar assogia- 
tions sprang into being in ¢ther 
parts of these mountains. / His- 
torians of our frontier | agree 
thet mo more striking prpof of 
the native capacity of oun early 
Americans for local self-ggvern- 
ment was ever given thdAn by 
these associations. 

Batile of King’s Mountain. 

They not only created a gov- 
the Watauga men, de- 
their independence, 
rallied to the improvised armv 
@uring the revolution which at 
King’s Mountain struck a decis- 
ive blow for the calonial cause. 
They. with their compariocts 
from Virginia and the Carolinas, 
attacked and disastrously de- 
feated a formidable army under 
competent leadership. fading 
again into the forest as soon 
@s their task was accomplished 
No battle more dramatic or 
marked by courag. ‘and skill of 
@ higher order has been foucht 
On this continent. It was a 
turning point in the revolut'>n- 
ary war. It compelied the re- 
tirement of Gen. Cornwallis to- 
ward the coast, revived the flac- 
Sing spirits of the discouraged 
eoionists, and. opened the way 
for the final @ victory at York- 
town. I wish to compliment vou 
Pageant commemo- 
Tating these achievements. 

Pioneers of the South. 

These states in common with 
those to the nofth began. the 
@reatest drama of all history—

the spread of Americans from a 
feeble foothold on the Atlantic 


geaboard to the most powerful 
mation in the world in scarce 
two centuries. The great west 
Was won not by the action of 
the Government, but by the in- 
@Gividual effort of intrepid and 
courageous men from all these 
Atlantic Siates. They builded 
their own self government. Ten- 
hesseer. Kentucky and Texas were 
gained by pioneers under Sevier, 
Robertson. Clark, oune, Hous- 
ton and others. They won not 
Only homes for themselves, but 
for a long time dete. mined the 
course of history westward. The 
Mississippi River ceased to be a 
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.in the South 


boundary and year after year the 
powerful pulsation of westward 
expansion throbbed with herolsm 
and sacrifice. They were ready 
to fight for the simple right of 
self government. Gen. Fre- 
mont, the pathfin’er to the Pa- 
cific Coast, came from Georgia, 
and true to tradition he fought 
for and erected the first self- 
government of my own state of 
California. 
Claims Ancestral Link. 

To me it is an inspiration to 
be standing on this spot, for ina 
sense I have a common heritage 
with you. The earliest ancestor 
of whom I have record, Andrew 
Hoover, a settler in Maryland, 
about two centuries ago, migrat- 
ed to North Carolina and built 
his home a hundred miles from 
this spot. In Randolph County 
of that State he did his part in 
building the community, and his 
grave lies in the little burying 
ground of what was then the 
Uharrie River farm. His son, my 
great-great-grandfather, was part 
of that movement which started 
West from your frontier. 

As Secretary of Commerce. I 
have been profoundly interested 
in the amazing progress of the 
South in this past seven and one- 
half years. In order that the 
department might assist to the 
fullest extent in that progress 
we increased our branch offices 
from three in 1929 
to 29 ia 19828. Asa result of the 
contact thus established we were 
able to observe your increasing 
prosperity. 

Program of the South. 

The record is impressive. 
There are in the South about 
£900,600 families and in this 
period they have shown increase 
in number by perhaps 10 per 
cent. Contrasted with this the 
manufacturing output has in- 
creased by over 60 per cent. The 
number of employes has _ in- 
creased by over 30 per cent. The 
value of crops has increased by 
over 45 per cent. The ship- 
ments from Southern ports have 
increased by 50 per cent; the 
net income of your railways has 
grown by over 149 per cent; 
electrical power in use has been 
increased by 125° per cent. The 
postal receipts have grown by 45 
per cent. 

That this enormous increase 
in wealth and production has 
had a wide distribution can be 
seen on every hand. It is indi- 
cated by inereased wa ges and 
decreased cost of living: in 2° 
percent of new homes, in a gain 
of 159 per cent of automobiles 
and 30 per cent in telephones, 
Life insurance in force has in- 
creased by 7? per cent and bank 
clearings have increased by 54 
per cent. Depositors in savings 
hanks have more than doubled. 
3uilding and loan association as- 
sets have increased 189 per cent. 
In nearly every case these per- 
centages exceed the correspond- 
ing incrase in the country as a 
whole. All this has been ac- 
complished in seven and a half 
years. 

A Record of Pfogress. 

In © ery phase of life 3 the 
South is moving forward. New 
vistas of betterment are open- 
ing. The ability and energy of 
the people is constantly growing 
and is of more dynamic scope. 
Thev have engaged in every form 
of useful community effort to 
improve both the material and 
spiritual side of life. I have had 
the honor to be president of the 

etter Homes Association. In 
that organization over 26900 
towns have actively co-operated 
throuchout the South during this 
past rear. Fourteen out of 24 of 
the annual prizes given by this 
association for the most success- 
ful work during the Jast five 
years have been awarded to the 
southern committees for leader- 
ship in bettering hames. More- 
over. as director,in various na- 
tional committees devoted to in- 
crease of playgrounds and pub- 
lic parks, I have had occasion to 
note with gratification the ex- 
traordinary progress made 
throughout the South in the pro- 
visions for wholesome recreation. 
You have not been negligent) of 
education. In the past seryen 
years the attendance in high 
schools has increased by 91 per 
cent and in institutions of high- 
er learning by 70 per cent. Your 
moral and spiritual foundations 
have been strengthened. 


Government's Part. 

IT know that the people of the 
South will agree with me that 
these results could never have 
been attained but for helpful co- 
operation and soufid policies in 
the national Government. and 
that change of these policies can 
bring only distress and disaster. 

The South possesses vast re. 
sources of raw materials end 
electric power, easy access to the 
sea. & great reserve of labor. a 
wealth of soil, a moderate cli. 
mate. Most of these factérs have 
been here always. Such _re-. 
sources exist in many other coun- 
tries, but if they are net accom. 
panied by fine leadership, by iIn- 
tellect and character as well as 
sound policies of government. 
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there could be no such develop- 
ment as we have witnessed in 
the South during this last seven 
years, That leadership has not 
been by immigration from the 
North. It has been the product 
of Southern men and women. 
The South has again proved to 
have in her blood that strain of 
leadership and fortitude which 
contributed so -much to found 
our republic and so much to 
build our own West. 

I realize that I come here as 
the candidate of a political par- 
ty with whose policies many of 
you within my. sight and many 
within the sound of my voice 
have often differed. I respect 
your views regarding that differ- 
ence. Yet so closely welded in 
common interest are the pressing 
issues of our hation today that 
it should be no longer unusual 
for a citizen of any region to 
vote for a President who repre- 
sents the principles which cor- 
respond with his convictions, 

Always Fellow Countrymen. 

Our national officials are chos- 
en in order that they may pro- 
tect the political and yeconomic 
health of the American pcopl: 
In a contest such as this there 
is no place for personal hitter- 
ness. A great attribute of our 
political life has been the spirit 
of fair play with which our 
presidential contests have been 
waged in former years and the 
sportsmanlike spirit in which we 
have accepted the result. We 
prove ourselves worthy of self- 
covernmenj and worthy of confi- 
dence as officials in proporton as 
we keep these contests free from 
abuse, free from misrepresenta- 
tion and free from words and 
acts which carry regret. What- 
ever the result, we remain fel- 
low countrymen. 

No better illustration of true 
sportsmanship in American poli- 
tics can be found than in the his- 
toric contest warced in this State 
between two brilliant brothers. 
one of whom honors us with his 
presence at this meeting. the 
beloved Alfred Taylor of Tenn 
see. In the annals of chivalry no 
chapter portrays human natufe 
to better advantage than your 
own “war of the roses” in which 
Alfred Tayior. the Republican, 
and Robert Tayolr, the Democrat, 
engaged in fierce political com- 
bat. attracted the attention of the 
whole nation. and stirred this 
wHole State from center to cir- 
cumference. Yet in the heat of 
strife they kept in mind the ad- 
vice of that good mother who 
had admonished her two stalwart 
sons never to forget the tie of 
brotherhood. 

It is in that spirit I wish to 
discuss the problems that con- 
cern our country and the meth- 
ods I believe necessary to obtain 
this solution.
